To  the  Chairman  and  Members,  Driffield  Rural  District  Council. 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  health  of  the  population  of  this  district  w^as,  on  the 
whole,  good  during  1949.  There  were  no  epidemics  of  infectious 
disease  of  note. 

As  a result  of  a number  of  specimens  of  water  in  the 
Nafferton  area  being  found  to  contain  bacteria,  a report  was  made 
to  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  as  a result  of  some  press 
publicity,  a public  enquiry  was  held  in  March  and  May. 

I will  not  dwell  on  this  as  it  was  well  publicised  at  the  time 
except  to  say  that  the  proceedings  were  more  like  that  of  a criminal 
court  than  an  enquiry. 

This  decided  me  to  hand  in  my  resignation  to  take  effect 
on  December  31st,  1949,  after  19i  years  as  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 


I should  like  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Members  and 
Staff  of  the  Council  for  their  kindness  and  help  during  that  time.

Deaths. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  as  belonging 
to  the  Rural  District  was  120.  This  is  equal  to  a death-rate  of  12.1 
per  1,000,  compared  with  a rate  of  11.7  for  the  country  generally. 
The  comparability  factor  to  correct  the  crude  death-rate  for  age 
and  sex  distribution  in  the  Rural  District  is  calculated  by  the 
Registrar  General  at  0.88,  this  on  multiplication  with  the  actual 
rate  gives  a comparative  death-rate  of  10.6  per  1,000  against  that  of 
11.7  for  the  country  generally. 

The  causes  of  death  are  given  in  Table  I. 
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Infant  Mortality  Rate. 

There  were  10  deaths  of  children  under  1 year  of  age,  all 
leg-itimate.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  based  upon  the  number 
of  live  births  registered  during  the  year,  i.e.  202,  is  equivalent  to  a 
rate  of  49  per  1,000  births,  compared  with  a rate  for  the  country  of 
32.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. 

A Ministry  of  Health  Public  Inquiry,  which  lasted  for  a 
total  of  six  days,  was  held  in  March  and  May  by  an  Inspector  of 
the  Ministry,  into  the  Water  Undertaking  of  the  Driffield  Rural 
District  Council.  As  a result,  in  July  the  Minister  came  to  the 
conclusion,  though  he  had  power  to  make  an  Order  under  Section 
13  (2)  of  the  Water  Act,  1945,  before  he  decided  what  action,  if  any, 
was  to  be  taken,  the  Council  was  to  be  required  to  submit  a full 
report  on  their  water  undertaking  within  a period  of  six  months. 

Water  Supply — General. 

The  observations  contained  in  the  Report  for  1948  remain 
substantially  the  same  with  the  exception  that  the  management  of 
the  Water  Undertaking  has  passed  from  the  hands  of  C.  B.  Newton, 
Esq.,  M.Inst  .C.E.,  F.G^S  .,  to  D . H . Moore,  Esq  . B .Sc.,  M.Inst.C.E, 
of  Scarborough.  Further,  the  Public  Inquiry  held  in  March  and 
May  of  1949,  which  is  previously  mentioned  is  the  subject  of  a 
separate  brief  report  following. 

I The  estimated  number  (2501)  of  houses  affecting  8,600  of 

the  population  which  takes  their  supplies  from  the  mains,  include 
all  those  who  are  supplied  from  public  stand-taps. 

T A further  97  connections  have  been  made  to  the  Councirs 

mains  affecting  new  houses  (84),  field  supplies  and  existing  houses. 

During  the  year  6 samples  of  Raw  water  from  the  Pump- 
ing Stations  at  Hutton  and  Nafferton  were  examined  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  at  Hull.  One  of  the  samples  from 
Nafferton  proved  unsatisfactory  but  the  repeat  sample  was  “Highlv 
Satisfactory.” 

78  samplers  of  Treated  Water  from  the  mains  were  exam- 
ined, 8 being  reported  unsatisfactory  but,  in  all  cases,  repeat 
samples  reports  were  “Highly  Satisfactory.” 

At  the  close  of  the  year  all  Bacteriological  Examination 
Reports  were  “ Highly  Satisfactory.” 

The  East  Riding  Public  Analyst’s  (D.  J.  T.  Bagnall,  Esq., 
of  Hull)  Reports  on  Samples  sent  (from  Nafferton  well  on  the  25th 
April,  and  from  Hutton  Bore-hole  on  the  3rd  May)  were,  in  both 
cases,  “ Judging  from  the  above  results,  I am  of  the  ojiinion  that 
this  water  is  suitable  for  drinking  purposes.” 
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Water  Inquiry. 

dll  the  29th  March,  1949,  an  Inspector,  appointed  by  the 
Minister  of  Health,  held  a Public  Incpiiry  for  the  purposes  of 

(i)  An  investigation  into  the  carrying  on  of  the  Water  Under- 
taking of  the  Driffield  Rural  District  Council,  and 

(ii)  The  alleged  failure  by  the  Rural  District  Council  to  dis- 
charge the  duty  imposed  on  them  by  Section  111  of  the 

Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

when  much  evidence  was  called  for  and  given  regarding  these 
matters  by  Members  and  Officials  of  the  Council,  the  Council’s 
interests  being  in  the  hands  of  John  J.  McIntyre,  Esq.,  O.B.E. 

Evidence  was  also  given  by  private  individuals  and 
representatives  of  associations  in  support  of  complaints  which  had 
been  made  to  the  Minister. 

After  four  days’  hearing,  the  Inquiry  was  adjourned, 
re-opened  on  the  10th  May  and  closed  on  the  13th  May,  1949. 

For  the  purpose  of  implementing  assurances  given  at  this 
Inquiry,  Col.  J.  M.  Linton  Bogle,  of  Messrs.  Lemon  & Blizard, 
Consulting  Engineers,  Southampton,  was  later  engaged  in  making 
a survey  of  the  Undertaking  and  submitted  his  Report  and  Recom- 
mendations for  both  short  and  long  term  policies. 

Later,  the  services  of  D.  H.  Moore,  Esq.,  B.Sc.,M.Inst.C.E., 
Consulting  Engineer,  of  Scarborough,  was  appointed  as  the 
Council’s  Consulting  Engineer,  superseding  C.  B.  Newton,  Esq., 
M.Inst.C.E.,  F.G.S.,  of  Hull,  whose  services  as  Council’s  Consultihg 
Engineer  and  Waterworks  Manager  had  been  dispensed  with  (or 
determined). 

At  the  close  of  the  year  the  Council  were  taking  steps  to 
fill  the  vacancy  of  Waterworks  Manager  by  the  appointment  of  a 
full-time  Water  Engineer  and  Inspector. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  detailed  character  and  general  efficiency  or  in- 
efficiency of  the  Drainage  and  Sewerage  of  the  district  is  set  out 
in  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1937  and  the  position  remains 
substantially  the  same.  I repeat  that  the  whole  of  the  existihg 
sewers  and  sewage  disposal  need  revision,  the  outfalls  are  out-of- 
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date  and  unable  to  cope  with  the  work  required  of  them.  In  S(jmc 
of  the  larger  villages  there  is  no  definite  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  provided  and  there  is  urgent  need  for  some  definite  action 
being  taken  to  put  into  effect  the  schemes  prepared  by  D.  H.  Moore, 
Esq.,  B.Sc.,  A. M. Inst.,  C.E.,  of  Scarborough,  the  Council’s  Consult- 
ing Engineer. 

, Existing  outfalls  have  received  the  required  attention,  and 
open  drains  which  serve  as  “Disposals  ’’  from  the  village  drains 
which  discharge  into  them  have  been  cleaned  out  in  order  to 
remove  sewage  deposits  from  them.  This  routine  work  is  carried 
out  by  the  Council’s  workmen  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  assistant. 

I have  repeatedly  pointed  out  that  proi)er  Sewerage  and 
i^ewage  Disposal  is  necessary  if  satisfactory  conditions  regarding 
this  service  are  to  be  obtained.  With  a “mains”  water  supply 
available,  the  demand  is  for  a water  carriage  system  whereby 
installations  of  water  closets  can  be  effected,  but  the  existing 
systems  are  either  totally  inadequate  or  unable  to  deal  with  faecal 
matter.  I repeat  that  some  of  the  larger  villages  are  without  any 
means  of  sewage  disposal  and  have  to  rely  solely  on  open  drains 
for  this  purpose.  In  many  instances  private  septic  tanks  with 
filters  are  installed  to  deal  with  foul  drainage  containing  solids ; 
this  method  of  disposal  is  adopted  chiefly  in  isolated  places,  and  is 
recommended,  providing  there  is  sufficient  fall  to  give  efficient 
filtration. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

With  the  urge  for  a water  carriage  system  and  installation 
of  water  closets  the  conversion  to  pail  closets  remains  practically 
dormant. . The  conversion  of  pail  closets  and  privy  middens  to 
water  closets  proceeds  very  slowly  owing  to  lack  of  facilities  for 
proper  sewage  disposal.  Conversions  undertaken  have  been 
carried  out  privately  and  each  proposal  as  to  ultimate  disposal  has 
had  to  be  carefully  considered. 

In  connection  with  the  Housing  Programme  water  closets 
are  being  installed  in  all  cases  and,  where  there  is  no  system  of 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal,  the  sewage  is  being  dealt  with 
through  septic  tanks  and  filters. 

The  approximate  numbers  of  the  various  types  of  acconi- 
‘modation  at  the  end  of  the  year  were  586  water  closets,  2,272  pail 
.closets  and  35J.j  pdvy  n^ddens,  the  latter  being  located  In  the 
isolated  ■'parts  of  the  ulslflct. 
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Scavenging  and  Cleansing. 

There  is  no  change  in  the  ])osilion  regarding  scavenging 
of  the  district.  The  same  procedure  still  obtains. 

Nafiferton  is  still  the  only  village  where  the  collection  of 
“ Night  Soil  ” is  undertaken.  The  work  is  carried  out  by  contract, 
and  the  contents  of  all  pail  closets  and  the  five  privy  middens  are 
collected  by  the  Contractor  and  disposed  of  by  him  on  land  for 
manurial  purposes.  The  pail  closets  are  cleared  weekly  and  privy 
middens  quarterly  or  oftener  if  required. 

Cleansing  of  pail  closets,  privies  and  ashpits  in  the  re- 
mainder of  the  district  is  the  responsibility  of  the  householders, 
and  this  fact  is  to  be  deplored.  In  many  instances  the  amount  of 
land  available  for  disposal  by  digging  in  is  very  limited  and,  with 
repetition  of  this  procedure  over  many  years,  the  land  is  “sewage 
sick.” 


The  Council  have  no  facilities  for  undertaking  a service 
of  cleasing  of  cesspools  and  this  duty  falls  upon  the  householder 
concerned. 

The  Driffield  R.A.F.  Station,  which  is  in  the  Rural  District 
has  a bi-weekly  collection  from  dust  bins  on  the  Station.  This  work 
is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  motor  vehicle  and  workmen. 

A scheme  for  the  collection  of  Indestructible  Household 
Refuse  from  the  whole  of  the  district  is  in  force,  and  is  carried  out 
by  the  Council’s  motor  vehicle  and  workmen.  The  district  is 
divided  into  eight  areas  or  groups  of  villages,  each  of  which  is 
visited  on  either  the  first,  second,  third  or  fourth  Thursday  or 
Friday  of  each  month.  By  this  arrangement,  each  village  is  visited 
and  cleared  once  at  least  in  every  month.  All  material  collected 
^has  been*disposed  of  by  tipping.

Most  of  these 
premises  have  a laid-on  Water  Supply  from  the  Council’s  Mains 
and  the  Education  Authority  is  very  much  alive  to  the  needs  in 
respect  of  sanitary  accommodation. 

Section  C. 

HOUSING. 

The  steady  flow  of  completed  Council  PTouses  continues 
to  relieve  the  housing  situation  in  various  parts  of  the  district,  but 
there  is  still  a demand  and  the  Housing  Committee  are  very  much 
alive  to  the  need. 

Private  enterprise  has  continued  in  the  repair  of  existing 
houses  and  much  needed  repair  and  improvement  has  been  brought 
about.

No  conversions  or  adaptations  in  respect  of  any  properties 
have  been  undertaken  by  the  Council. 

Under  Private  Enterprise,  the  six  dwellings  in  course  of 
construction  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  have  been  completed 
along  with  six  others,  a total  of  12.  Only  one  house  remained  in 
course  of  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

All  building,  both  Private  Enterprise  and  Council  Houses, 
is  of  permanent  traditional  type. 

Provision  of  Prefabricated  Houses,  temporary  or  perm- 
anent, and  Swedish  Houses  has  not  been  undertaken  at  any  time 
by  either  the  Council  or  Private  Enterprise. 

No  statutory  action  has  been  taken  under  either  Housing 
or  Public  Health  Act.  Under  prevailing  conditions  of  acute  housing 
shortage,  it  is  deemed  inadvisable  that  any  such  action  should  be 
taken. 

Overcrowding  is  known  to  exist  but  owing  to  the  prevail- 
ing housing  situation  nothing  can  be  done  about  it.  One  case  has 
been  relieved  by  a move  into  a^ouncil  House  but  one  further  case 
has  come  to  notice  and  the  position  remains  the  same. 

Regarding  the  Rural  Housing  Survey,  no  further  work  on 
this  survey  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year  and  the  figures 
remain  the  same,  as  follows : —

Milk  Supply. 

On  the  1st  October,  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regu- 
lations, 1949,  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  took  up 
duties  assigned  to  them  and  are  now  responsible  for  the  registering 
of  milk  producers  and  farms ; they  are  also  responsible  for  the 
carrying  into  effect  of  the  major  portion  of  the  1949  Regulations 
including  premises,  cattle,  water  supply,  milk  production,  treat- 
ment, handling  and  storage.  The  registration  of  milk  distributors 
and  premises  other  than  dairy  farms  is  still  the  responsibility  of 
local  authorities. 

Up  to  the  30th  September,  there  was  the  same  satisfactory 
liaison  between  officers  of  the  County  Agricultural  Executive  Com- 
mittee, the  County  Council  and  the  Public  Health  Department  of 
this  Council. 

Since  the  1st  October,  the  officers  of  this  Authority  have 
arranged  with  the  officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  to  co-operate  in  every  way  to  bring  about  better  con- 
ditions in  the  production  of  milk. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

The  Central  Slaughter-house  for  the  area  is  situated  in  the 
Driffield  Urban  District.  There  is  no  slaughtering  for  sale  carried 
out  in  the  Rural  District,  and  the  13  butchers  located  in  the  district 
obtain  their  meat  from  the  Central  Slaughter-house,  retailing  it 
from  their  own  premises  and  vans.  Driffield  butchers  also  retail 
meat,  by  vans,  in  the  Rural  District. 

Aleat  shops,  vehicles  and  places  where  food  is  prepared  for 
sale  have  all  received  attention  and  159  inspections  have  been  made. 
No  action  has  been  necessary,  all  the  premises  being  found  well 
kept  and  clean. 

The  amount  of  unsound  foodstuffs  found  has  been  very 
small  and  includes  120  stones  of  self-raising  flour,  240  4|oz.  tins 
of  mixed  carrots,  peas,  etc.,  61bs.  of  ox  tongue  and  161bs.  of  sultanas.

In  addition  152  children  received  boosting  doses.
